Briefly it is 
a slab of concrete 4 in. thick , with 
reinforcement in the center, laid 
directly on a formed earth slope. 
The earth is sloped back l b to l b 
ft. for each 1 ft. of height. This slope 
may be excavated in undisturbed 
soil or may be a well-compacted fill. 
Wood forms, except for constructing 
the velocity check or baffle at the 
bottom, are not needed. 
As shown in the illustration the 
concrete slab is curved in several 
places. A radius of 4 in., 
6 in.. 12 in., 
or 24 in., is used for different parts 
of the dam. Templets of No. 9 wire 
can be made with the correct radius 
and used when shaping the soil base. ’ 
This will assure proper curvature of 
the slab.

Tomato mosiac. a very common 
disease of tomatoes, is readily dis­

This di.sease is readily spread 
from an infected plant to a heal­ 
thy one by insects w’ork ing on 
the infected plant and carry ing 
juices from it to a healthy one.

Cabbag e Wo rms and Flea Beetles 
Of the insects that have been 
causing widespread destruction in 
gardens this spring, none appears 
more dangerous than the cabbage 
w’orms and flea beetles. A new' 
brood of cabbage w’orms is now 
invading 
m any 
gardens, 
and 
these w'orms appear very small. 
They are literally shredding the 
cabbage leaves. Flea beetles are 
also very num erous and are feed­ 
ing on nearly every ' crop in the 
garden. 
To control both of these pests 
use arsenate of lead, one part, to 
5 parts 
of hy drated 
lime as 
a 
dust and apply thoroughly . For a 
spray 
use 
arsenate 
of 
lead,

tablespoonful, in a gallon of soapy 
w’ater. Calcium arsenate and cry ­ 
olite are other poisons that may 
be used. 
If garden crops ready for table 
use are being serfously damaged

thrum.
